2 . The attached report contains, in resume, the following points: 

a. "Peter" and KOVACS met at 1515 behind the Theatre 
de la Monnaie on llj. April 1955* They then went to 
the Cafe Pi edboeuf -Bourse which is located on the 
rue Marchd aux Poulets. 

b* "Peter" was presented to PUEREDI. "Peter" 'a

d, FUEREDI stated that SZILAGYI (fnu) heads the 

ZAKO organisational effort in Germany. FUEREDI 
instructed "Peter” to determine who handles the 
work in England. In France, according to 
FUEREDI, the person responsible is PECS ELY* 

FUERBDI added that the MHBE in France la really 
not run by FECSLEY but by ALMAS 3 Y (fnu) , B EEEZNAY 
(fnu) and BETHLEN (fnu). He noted as well that 
the "Special Servloe" of the MHBK in Franoe is 
onoe again functioning. In Paris it is headed by 
BEKBZHAY while in the provinces GYORFFY (fnu) 
in Strasbourg and PUP03 (fnu) in the Moselle are 
responsible. Informants in Paris Include the 
actor KUTI (fnu) and KISS# The Hungarians 
IOVA3Z, BAK and GACSER were also commonted upon 
by FUEREDI. 

e . FUEREDI indicated an interest in recruiting 
Ferenc ER0S8 for the purpose of sending him to 
the United States. 

f* FUEREDI thinks that the Abb* DOBAY (fnu) might 
be of value to the Hungarians In the projection 
of films in the town of Elsden. 

g* In stating that the Center le pleased In general 
with "Peter"* a work, FUEREDI noted that he agrees 
with "Peter"* s estimate that hhe Hungarian emigre 
organisations as such are not of great Interest 
themselves but their chiefs are, whloh makes it 
neoesaary for the AVH to know about the organi- 
sations in detail,
